ded, and written in the Imperial Capitulations ; of 
which the firſt was, As 1n Times paſt, inthe Daysof 
one of our Forefathers of famous memory, Sulrar $9. 
liman Han,there was granted a certain Capitulation 
and Priviledge, That the Merchants of the-Spari(p, 
Nation, Portugal, Ancona, Sevilla, Florence, Catalonia; 
and all ſorts of Dutchmen,and other Merchant-Stran« 
gers,might ſafely and ſecurely goand come through 
all-the Places of our Dominions, and Trade and 
Traffick ; granting unto them moreover, that in 
any part of our Empire-they might eſtabliſh their 
Conſuls : But it being that every Nation apart was 
not able to defray the Charges and Maintenance of 
a Conſul, it was then left to their will and choice, 
to come under. the Banner of ſuch Ambaſſador or 
Conſul as ſhould beſt like them, provided that ie 
were an Ambaſſador or Conſul of a King inPeace 
and Amity with our High Port ; upon which Grant, 
and other Priyiledges given them, there were often 
granted divers.

their ProteCtion ; for which cauſe the Controverlſie 
was again renewed and referred to our Divan, or 
Great Council, which after a due Examination, and 
a new EleQtion, permitted tothe will and"choice of 
the ſaid Merchants, they againdid defire ro be ut- 
der the ProteCtion of the Ambaſſador of the King of 
Emwpland, notwithitanding it being thade known to 
the Imperial Port, that as yet the French Ambaſſa- 
dor did not deſire to moleſt the ſaid Merchants, nor 
to force them under his Protetion, the firſt Article 
written inthe French Capitulations, that the Mer- 
chant-Strangers: fhould come under their ProteCti- 
on, was by the Imperial Command made voidand 
annulled : And to the end, that according to the 
ancient Cuſtom of the ſaid Merchant-Strangers, 
they ſhonld always comeunder the Banner and Pro- 
tetion of the Ambaſſador or Conſuls of Expland ;
